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United Kingdom Overseas Trade in November 


NITED KINGDOM EXPORTS in November were valued 
at £319-4 million, imports at £373-0 million and re-exports 
at £12-9 million. | 


As the export figures for June and July included some goods 
delayed from May by the London dock strike, figures for the last 
three months are compared with those for the previous four months, 
May to August. Exports in September-November, seasonally 
adjusted, were 14 per cent. below the average in the previous four 
months. This fall reflects the unusually high level of exports of 
ships in the earlier period; if ships are excluded, the figures show 
an increase of 1 per cent. Although exports to the sterling area 
showed a further fall, this also was due io the decline in exports

of ships from the high level of the previous period, and the falling 
trend in other exports apparent in the earlier months of the year 
seems to have come to an end. An important exception is exports 
to New Zealand, which in the last three months were down by a 
third from the level of the first half of the year. Exports to Western 
Europe continue to grow, but at a slower rate than earlier in the 
year, Between May-August and September-November the increase 
amounted to 14 per cent., mostly to other members of the European 
Free Trade Association, including Finland. There was only a small 
increase, of less than 1 per cent., to the Common Market. Exports 
to the United States are now recovering rapidly, and in the last 
three months were 11 per cent. more, seasonally adjusted, than in 
the previous four months, There was, however, a decline in exports 
to Canada which reduced the increase to North America as a 
whole to 14 per cent. Exports to Latin America continued to rise 
and exports to the other non-sterling primary producing countries 
showed little change. Exports of machinery and instruments were 
3 per cent. more than in the previous four months, a significantly 
more marked increase than earlier in the year. Road vehicle exports 
are showing definite signs of recovery, with a 44 per cent. increase 
in the last three months. There were also increases in exports of 
food, beverages and tobacco and of fuel, but a fall in motals and 
miscellaneous metal manufactures. 


Imports seasonally adjusted, in September-November were at a 
rate 14 per cent. more than in the five months, April-August (the 
period containing all the months in which the import figures were 
affected by the dock strike). A sharp rise in imports of food, bever- 
ages and tobacco in September and October was more than suffici- 
ent to account for the increase in the total; imports in November 
were at about the same level as in earlier months. Imports of 
industrial materials were 2 per cent. down, with the fall in basic 
materials rather than semi-manufactures; lower imports of timber 
and of raw wool were responsible for much of it. Imports of fuels 
were little changed, but there was an increase in finished manu- 
factures for consumption and investment of 3 per cent, This was 
due mainly to the inclusion in the figures for November of ships 
from Western Germany and the Netherlands to the value of £6 
million. Most of the increase in imports came from North America, 
particularly the United States, although there were also relatively 
small increases from the European Economic Community and the 
Soviet Union and Eastern Europe. A decline of 5 cent. in 
imports from EFTA countries was responsible for a fall of 2 per 
cent, from Western Europe as a whole, and imports from Latin 
America were 17 per cent. down. The value of imports from the 
sterling area was down slightly, with a 10 per cent. fall from New 
Zealand. 


Re-exports in the last three months were £14 million a month 
below the relatively high level of the previous four months, The 
trade balance (the difference between imports c.i.f. and exports and 
re-exports f.0.b.) worsened between May-August and September- 
November by £10 million a month on a seasonally adjusted basis, 
to £48 million a month. 


The average rate of imports and exports, seasonally adjusted, 
for the first eleven months of the year is unlikely to be very differ 
from the average for the year as a whole. In this exports 


have been 4 per cent. above the 1960 average level, and imports 
3 per cent. below. The increase in exports has been air to 
Western Europe, where the increase amounted to 15 per cent. There

Most of the 
fall in imports was in industrial materials, reflecting the high level 
of imports for stockbuilding in 1960, particularly j in the second half, 
sharply reduced this year. Imports of food, beverages and tobacco 
have also been less, as a result of lower prices, but there was a 
further increase this year of 8 per cent. in imports of finished 
manufactures, mainly capital equipment for industry.

Compared with a year earlier 
exports to both Australia and New Zealand were down by a third, 
or more is allowance is made for the effect of the London dock 
strike in September and October last year. Exports to India showed 
only a slight fall if the large vessel delivered in August is excluded 
from the May-August figures, but were 11 per cent. less than a 
year earlier. Compared with September-November 1960 there were 
substantial increases (partly reflecting the effect of the dock strike 
at that time) in exports to Malaya and Singapore, Sierra Leone, 
Hong Kong, the Persian Gulf oil states and the Irish Republic; 
and declines to Ghana, Nigeria, Rhodesia and Nyasaland, Kenya 
and South Africa. Exports to the West Indies showed only a 
small increase on a year earlier, but seem to have been recovering 
lately, after an earlier fall. 


Exports to the European Economic Community rose by less than 
one per cent. in May-August, after an increase of 10 per cent. on 
January-April. Compared with a year earlier, exports to France 
were 31 per cent. up on a year earlier and to Western Germany 
7 per cent. up. Exports to Italy were up by a quarter and to the 
Netherlands by 39 per cent. (nearly half of this increase being in 
exports of ships). Exports to Belgium and Luxembourg were 14 
per cent. more than a year earlier. Exports to other members of 
the European Free Trade Association and Finland, seasonally ad- 
justed, also rose only slightly in September-November after having 
risen by 11 per cent. in May-August compared with January-April. 
Deliveries of ships, particularly to Norway and Portugal, had, 
however, been high in May-August; exports of other goods 
increased by about 10 per cent. in September-November, and only 
a little in May-August. Compared with a year earlier, exports to 
E.F.T.A. were 14 per cent. more; there were increases of 33 per 
cent. to Switzerland, 23 per cent. to Portugal, 17 per cent. to Austria, 
13 per cent. to Norway, and 12 per cent. to Sweden.

<< igh of machinery and instruments rose by 3 per cent., sea- 
sonally adjusted, in September-November and were 15 per cent. 
more than a year earlier. Most of the increase on a year earlier was 
in non-electric machinery, 16 per cent. up; exports of electric mach- 
inery and of scientific instruments were up by 9 per cent. and 20 
per cent. respectively. An increase of 44 per cent. in export of road 
vehicles was probably due to cars, exports of which were however 
still 3 per cent. less than a year earlier and 35 per cent. less than 
two years earlier; exports of commercial vehicles were 10 per cent. 
more and of other road vehicles and parts 9 per cent. less, than in 
September-November, 1960. Exports of railway vehicles, ships and 
aircraft in September-November were much less than in May- 
August; although the fall was mainly in ships, exports of aircraft 
were also down. 

Exports of metal and miscellaneous metal manufactures fell by 7 
per cent. to 4 per cent. below the level of a year earlier. The fall 
seems to have been mainly in iron and steel; exports of non-ferrous 
metals were 10 per cent. more than a year earlier, but exports of 
iron and steel and miscellaneous metal manufactures were 8 per 
cent. less 

Exports of textiles, seasonally adjusted, showed little change 
between May-August and September-November; they had earlier 
been slowly declining. There seems to have been an improvement 
in exports of man-made textiles which were 10 per cent. more than 
a year earlier, but none in other types. Exports of all textile manu- 
factures were 8 per cent. less than in the corresponding months of 
1960. There was a small increase of 14 per cent. in September- 
November in exports of other manufactures; chemicals, 2 per cent. 
more than a year earlier, and rubber manufactures, 15 per cent. 
mcre appeand to have contributed to the increase. Exports of 
paper were 4 per cent. less than a year earlier. 

Exports of food, beverages and tobacco rose by 7 per cent., 
seasonally adjusted, in September-November. They were 8 per cent. 
more than a year earlier, mainly because of greater exports of 
whisky, 9 per cent. up. Exports of basic materials and of fuels rose 
by 4 per cent. and 6 per cent. in September-November and were 
14 per cent. up and 3 per cent. down respectively on a year earlier. 


Imports 


Seasonally adjusted estimates are published for the first time 
in this article of mnports from the Common Market, the other 
members of the European Free Trade Association, including Fin- 
land, and five individual countries, and are shown in the chart 
together with the srries for imports from the six main areas. 


A slight fall in imports from the Sterling Area in the last three 
months, compared with the previous five months, is accounted for 
by a fall of 10 per cent. in imports from New Zealand; imports 
from Australia, India and the other sterling countries as a group 
were unchanged. Imports from Western Europe were 2 per cent. 
down. Imports from the Common Market have been tending to 
rise this ‘ear, and there was a further slight rise in the last three 
months, put this was due solely to the arrival of two large ships 
in November, and imports of other goods show signs of levelling 
off or turning down. Imports from other members of the Free Trade 
Association have, in contrast, been falling this year and in the 
last three months were 5 per cent. below the average of the pre- 
vous five months and 15 per cent, less than in the first quarter. 
Here also, however, there are signs of a levelling off in the figures 
for recent months. Imports from other Western European countries 
were also less in the last three months. 


Imports from North America, which were falling sharply in the 
first half of the year, have since risen again, and in the last three 
months were 7 per cent. more than in the previous five months. 
The recovery has been less marked in imports from Canada than 
from the United States. Imports from Latin America have been 
falling throughout this year, and in the last three months were 
17 per cent. less than in the previous five months, and 30 per cent. 
less than in the first quarter. Imports both from the Soviet Union 
and Eastern Europe and from the rest of the world rose in the 
last three months, by 7 per cent. and 2 per cent. This probably 
marks the end of a sharp fall in imports from the latter group of 
countries, mainly the other non-sterling primary producers; there 
has been no clear trend in imports from the former group. 
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The seasonally adjusted incease of 5 per cent. in imports of food, 
beverages and tobacco in the last three months incl increases 
in dairy products, non-cereal animal feeding stuffs, fruits and 
vegetables and tobacco; imports of meat continued to fall sharply. 
The significance of the increase is doubtful; over the correspond- 
ing periods of 1960 there was a rise almost twice as large, in spite 
of the fact that the figures for September to November were 
reduced by a strike at the London Docks. Imports in the last three 
months were 6 per cent. less in value than a year earlier. A fall of

Mutton and lamb 
imports were 48 per cent. less by weight and 60 per cent. less in 
value than a year earlier, with a fall of 22 per cent. in the average 
value per hundredweight.

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down in value in spite of a rise of 7 per cent. in quantity, with 
average values down 21 per cent. There were also reductions in the 
value of imports of wheat, coarse grains, sugar, tea, coffee and 
non-cereal feeding stuffs. Imports of butter were 20 cent. up 
in weight and 6 per cent. up in value and there were also increases 
in fruits and vegetables, raw cocoa and alcoholic beverages. 


Imports of industrial materials were 2 per cent. less in the last 
three months than in the previous five months. Basic materials were 
5 per cent, less, but there was a small increase, of 1 per cent., in 
semi-manufactures. Timber and raw wool clearly contributed to 
the fall in basic material imports, and it seems likely that there 
were also reductions, allowing for normal seasonal change, in metal 
ores and scrap, woodpulp, hides and skins and rubber. Among 
semi-manufactures the rise seems to have been in iron and steel, 
silver, manufactured wood and leather, with falls in non-ferrous 
metals, chemicals and cotton yarns and fabrics. 

The increase of 3 per cent. in imports of finished manufactures 
is accounted for by ships. Otherwise there was little change in the 
last three months. The rate of growth in imports of machinery and 
instruments seems tc e slackened, and the recent increase may 
almost have come to x... end. Earlier in the year these imports had 
been showing increases of about 30 per cent. on the corresponding 
period of 1960, but in the last three months the increase was 
reduced to 17 per cent. Among consumer goods imports of cars and 
of clothing fell in the last three months, possibly more than 
seasonally.

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Federal Republic of Germany’s Agency Law 

THE BOARD OF TRADE have recently been advised of a decision of 
the Federal Republic of Germany Supreme Court in connection with a 
claim by German agents for compensation upon the termination of an 
agency. This has noteworthy implications for United Kingdom firms 
concerned with the appointment of agents in Western Germany, and 
it may well be to the advantage of United Kingdom principals to give 
their attention to the following details: 


Under the Federal Republic of Germany’s Commercial Code, compensa- 
tion is payable to the German agent on termination of an agency, on 
account of the goodwill built up for the principal during the period of 
the agency. The actual provision is as follows: 

The agent, upon termination of the agency, can claim from the prin- 
cipal a reasonable compensation if and when: 

(1) the primipal will, also after termination of the agency, derive 
considerable benefits from the business connections established 
by the agent with new customers; 

. (2) the agent, on account of the termination, loses claims for com- 
mission relating to contracts already concluded or concluded in 
the future with customers solicited by the agent; and 

(3) the payment of compensation, under the circumstances, appears 
equitable. 

If the agent has enlarged the business connections with a customer 
to such an extent that this would, economically seen, equal the soliciting 
of a new customer, then this shall be deemed as though a new customer 
had been solicited. 

The compensation shall be at the maximum the yearly commission 
earned by the agent in the everage of the preceding five years, and 
if the agency was of shorter duration the average during the life of the 
agency. 

There is no claim if the agent himself gave notice, unless he had a 
justified reason therefor on account of the priacipal’s behaviour. There 
is also no claim if the principal terminated the agreement on account 
of a cogent ground based on a behaviour of the agent for which the 
agent is responsible. 

It has hitherto been considered that this compensation is payable 
even when the terms of an agency agreement provide for the applica- 
tion of a foreign law, such as a United Kingdom law, which does not 
provide for such compensation. This is because the compensation 
question was believed to be a mandatory provision of public policy 
(‘Ordre public’). In a decision of January 30, 1961, however, the Federal 
Republic of Germany’s Supreme Court has held that the agent’s claim 
for compensation is not of this character, and that foreign law, even if 
it does not provide for compensation, should be applied by Federal 
German courts. 


It may well, therefore, be considered that it would be to the 
advantage of United Kingdom principals, in so far as this point is 


concerned, for their agency agreements to be made subject to British 
rather than German law. 


Britain’s Tourist Trade Increases 


NEARLY 132,000 overseas visitors came to Britain in October, says 
the British Travel and Holidays Association. This was a fourteen 
per cent. increase on the same month last year, and brought the 
total number of arrivals in the first ten months of 1961 to 1,650,000 — a 
nine per cent. increase on the same period in 1960, a record year. 
The Association added that October was the first month since April 
to record an increase in the United States visitors which numbered 
33,800, an increase of nine per cent. on October, 1960. Total number 
of visitors from the United States in the first ten months of the year 
was 393,500, which was a decrease of only one per cent. on the same 
period last year. 


Traffic from European countries in October rose by sixteen per 
cent. to 55,800 visitors, which brought the total Continental traffic 
for the first ten months of the year to 787,400 visitors, an increase of 
eleven per cent. 
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Temporary Exemption of Duty on Some Goods, 
Mainly Chemicals 


THE TREASURY have made The [Import Duties (Temporary Exemp- 
tions) (No. 9) Order, 1961. 


The Order lists ail goods (mainly chemicals) temporarily exempt 
from import duty on January 1, 1962. In most cases, the goods (mainly 
chemicals) will remain exempt from import duty until January 1, 1963, 
unless some other date is specified in the Order. 


Among the items listed are certain goods (mainly chemicals), at 
present liable to import duty, which will become exempt from duty 
on January 1, 1962: these temporary exemptions will remain in force 
until January 1, 1963, or to such other date as is specified in the Order. 

Also included are certain goods for which the current exemption 
period has been extended until January 1, 1963 (except where some 
other date is shown), which would otherwise have expired on 
January 1, 1962. 

The Order comes into operation on January 1, 1962 and has been 
published as Statutory Instruments 1961, No. 2398. 


The Import Duty Drawbacks (No. 12) Order, 1961 


THE TREASURY have made the Import Duty Drawbacks (No. 12) 
Order, 1961. 


This Order: 


(a) provides for the allowance of drawback of import duty on 
the exportation of certain imported picking bands and tuggers; 

(b) extends the scope of existing provisions whereby drawback 
of import duty is allowed on certain microphones and ear- 
phones for deaf aids; 

(c) provides for the allowance of drawback of import duty on 
specified imported paper used in the manufacture of certain 
exported booklets; 

(d) reduces the rate of drawback of import duty on specified 
imported laminated aluminium foil used in the manufacture 
of exported strip; 

(e) provides for the allowance of drawback of import duty on 
specified imported woven fabric of cotton or cotton and man- 
made fibre used in the manufacture of certain exported 
rainproof garments. 

In respect of (e) and certain microphones included in (b), the draw- 
back is allowed until December 31, 1963. 

The Order comes into operation on January 1, 1962, and has been 
published as Statutory Instruments 1961, No. 2416. 


The Import Duties (General) (No. 9) Order, 1961 
THE TREASURY have made the Import Duties (General) (No. 9) 
Order, 1961. 

This Order removes the import duty on ossein, on certain leather 
waste, leather dust, powder and flour and on certain logs. 


The Order comes into operation on January 1, 1962, and has been 
published as Statutory Instruments 1961, No. 2415. 


H.M. Customs and Excise Annual Report 


THE ANNUAL REPORT of the Commissioners of H.M. Customs 
and Excise for the year ended March 31, 1961, has been published 
(H.M. Stationery Office, price 12s, 6d.). 


Total revenue increased to £2,389 million (previous year £2,283 
million), although receipts were affected by the restraints on per- 
sonal consumption imposed during the year.

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Import and Export Prices in November 


THE OVERALL import and export price indices and the terms of 
trade for November were unchanged from the October levels of 
96, 112 and 85 respectively (1954=100). 

Although the total import price index remained unchanged from 
last month the index for food, beverages and tobacco increased by 
14 per cent., giving a rise of 2 points in the rounded index, The 


The overall export price index and that for total manufactured 
goods were unchanged from the previous month. Within the manu- 
factured goods class of exports, however, both the metals index and 
the other manufactured goods index increased by about 4 of one 
per cent., although in the case of metals this is not reflected in the 
rounded index. These increases were offset by a reduction of 2 per 


cent. in the textiles index. 


The method of calculating the import and export price index was 
explained in the Board of Trade Journal of May 2, 1958. 


These increases were 
offset by a decrease of 14 per cent. (two points in the rounded index) 
in the basic materials index.

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Orders, Deliveries, Production and Exports in the 
Engineering Industries 


ORDERS ON HAND with the industries producing engineering and 
electrical goods (Order VI of the Standard Industrial Classification), 
locomotives and railway track equipment, railway carriages and 
wagons, heavy commercial vehicles and wheeled tractors were falling 
slowly during the Summer; in September and October the decline 
quickened. The contraction was in the volume of orders on hand for 
the home market which reached a peak in May from which they had 
fallen 8 per cent. by the end of October. The volume of export orders 
on hand changed little between July and October. The turn-round in 
the order position, orders on hand were rising rapidly throughout 
1960 and in the early months of 1961, is the result partly of increasing 
deliveries of compieted orders and partly a slackening in the rate of 
growth of net new orders in the first half of this year and a fall in net 
new orders from both home and export markets in the third quarter. 
Net new orders for the home market in the third quarter were 6 per 
cent. less than a year earlier and for export 5 per cent. less. It is 
provisionally estimated that net new export orders increased in October 
whilst home market orders continued to decline. Net new orders are, 
however, very erratic from month to month and these provisional 
figures, which are calculated from incomplete information about 
orders on hand and deliveries, may be revised later. 


It is provisionally estimated that production in the engineering and 
electrical goods industries in October was 4 per cent. more than in 
October 1960. This represents a small reduction in output from the 
high rate in September. Taking September and October together 
production was 7 per cent. more than a year earlier; in July-August 
the increase was 8 per cent. and in May-June 9 per cent. Production 


this year has risen strongly in the mechanical engineering industries 
producing capital goods. In the third quarter production in this sector 
was 12 per cent. more than a year earlier after being 11 per cent. more 
in the second quarter. In the electrical engineering sector, where the 
growth of output has been checked by reduced demand for electrical 
consumer goods, production in both the second and third quarters 


was 5 per cent. more than a year earlier and in the first quarter 2 per 
cent. less. 


More detailed statistics of output in the engineering and electrical 
goods industries in the third quarter are now available and the value 
of deliveries of certain mechanical and electrical engineering products 
are shown in table 3. There were very large increases in deliveries of 
agricultural machinery, machine tools, contractors plant, space 
heating, ventilating and air conditioning equipment and in chemical 
plant and other industrial plant. Deliveries of most other kinds of 
engineering capital goods were increasing in the third quarter. 
Deliveries of refrigerators, which includes domestic refrigerators, and 
electrical equipment for motor vehicles, cycles and aircraft were less 
than the third quarter of 1960. 


An account of the statistics of deliveries, orders on hand and 
net new orders in Table 1 for the wider group of engineering and 
allied industries with definitions of the industries covered was 
published in an article in the Board of Trade Journal on July 22, 1960 
(page 182). A description of the scheme of engineering statistics 
with details of the basis and scope of the statistics in Tables 2 and 3 
and definitions of the industries covered appeared in an article in the 
Board of Trade Journal on May 8, 1959 (page 1077).

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The Catering Trades in 1960 


THE RECEIPTS of businesses in the main sectors of the catering 
trades amounted to £1,300 million in 1960; nearly half of this came 
from the sale of alcoholic drink. Stocks held at the beginning of 
the year were valued at £46 million, but they had risen by 11 per 
cent. by the end of the year; the net expenditure returned on build- 
ings, vehicles and other capital equipment amounted to £29 million. 
These figures emerge from an Inquiry into Catering relating to the 
year 1960, made under Section 1 of the Statistics of Trade Act, 
1947, as part of the annual Inquiry into the Distributive and Service 
Trades. They do not, however, represent a complete picture of all 
catering activities, as the paragraphs below explain. A fuller note 
on the Inquiry into the Distributive and Service Trades in general 


was given in an article in the Board of Trade Journal of December 
8, 1960, 


Purposes of the Catering Inquiry 


The 1960 Inquiry into the catering and allied trades served two 
main purposes. It aimed at providing, first, estimates of capital 
expenditure and stocks as new benchmarks for subsequent annual 
and quarterly inquiries; secondly, an analysis of turnover in cater- 
ing establishments for use partly in improving data of consumers’ 
expenditure for national income and expenditure purposes, and 
partly as the basis for a new monthly series of statistics relating 
to catering. This new monthly inquiry, which has the same coverage 
as the 1960 inquiry, is an extension of the monthly retail trade 
statistics. Figures of turnover have been collected since January 


1961 from a sample of caterers, who have been asked during 1961 
to give figures for the corresponding month a year earlier in order 
to link on to the 1960 inquiry. The 1960 inquiry will provide a 


ros for the monthly series, the publication of which will start in 


The inquiry was the first large-scale survey of catering since the 
Census of Distribution for 1950. The only official information avail- 
able in intervening years relates to capital expenditure and stocks 
in incorporated businesses covered by the quarterly and annual 
inquiries into the distributive and service trades: but these account 
for rather less than half the totals for the catering trades, since 
the majority of catering businesses are unincorporated. 


Scope of the Inquiry 


The limited aims of the 1960 inquiry meant that less information 
was required than in the census for 1950; but the inquiry covered 
a wider field, and in particular included public houses and hotels, 
which were not covered by the census ten years ago. Information 
was obtained also from some unlicensed hotels and boarding 
houses, but results are published only for unlicensed hotels with a 
turnover greater than £5,000, since the registers for the smaller 
hotels and boarding houses were very incomplete. 

The inquiry covered most of the establishments classified to 
Minimum List Heading 884 of the Standard Industrial Classifica- 
tion, that is, those providing meals, refreshments, drink or accom- 
modation. Information about capital expenditure and stocks was

required only where the business as a whole was mainly engaged 
in these activities. Catering establishments operated by organiza- 
tions mainly engaged in some other kind of activity were asked for 
particulars of their turnover only. The establishments in this 
category which were included in the inquiry were industrial and 
other canteens; hostels; bars and restaurants in cinemas, theatres, 
sports grounds, etc.; and establishments operated by the Hotels 
and Catering Services Division of the British Transport Commission, 

The inquiry did not, however, cover catering establishments oper- 
ated by mainly retail organizations, for which information will be 
obtained in the Census of Distribution for 1961. Nor did it cover 
catering in registered clubs, schools and hospitals (unless provided 
by an outside caterer in the scope of the 1960 inquiry) and service 
canteens; alternative sources are available for estimating consumers’ 
expenditure in these fields. 


Firms providing the Board of Trade with voluntary returns of 
capital expenditure and stocks quarter by quarter during 1960 for 
a catering business were not required to complete the standard 
form but were asked for a special return analysing their receipts, 
which are not covered by quarterly figures. Some brewery com- 
panies include capital expenditure on their public houses in their 
census of production returns and they were not required to provide 
separate information about these items in the catering inquiry. 


Results of the Inquiry 


The results of the inquiry are shown in Tables 1 and 2. The 
figures relate to returns made for each business as a whole, whether 
or not it owned establishments in more than one kind of catering 
business, and organizations were classified according to their main 
activities. Thus, for example, brewers making a single return for 
a chain of managed public houses and hotels were classified under 
managed public houses where these accounted for most of the 
takings. 


Over half of the receipts in catering businesses covered by the 
inquiry were accounted for by organizations mainly engaged in the 
operation of public houses; the total turnover in these organizations 
amounted to £711 million, of which 36 per cent. was accounted for 
by managed public housés. The average turnover per establishment 
in managed public houses was roughly double that in tenanted and 
‘free’ houses. Restaurants, cafes and snack bars had takings of 
£241 million, over a sixth of the total in all catering businesses 
reporting, and hotels accounted for £179 million, almost a seventh 
of the total. 

Apart from alcoholic drink, the main item of receipts was meals 
and refreshments, accounting for 29 per cent. of the total, but some 
hotels included sales of meals with their receipts for accommoda- 
tion. Sales of cigarettes and tobacco accounted for as much as 12 
per cent. of total takings in all firms reporting; in canteens, other 
than those run by contractors, they accounted for 27 per cent. of 
total turnover. | 

Some broad comparisons can be made with the state of affairs 
ten years ago, for those kinds of business which were covered by 
the Census of Distribution for 1950. When reference is made to 
the report on that Census however, it must be remembered that 
the figures there given relate to those businesses from which satis- 
factory returns were received, which in the catering field amounted 
to only 87 per cent. of all establishments enumerated, accounting 
only for an estimated 86 per cent. of total turnover. By contrast the 
1960 figures accompanying this article are estimates for Great 
Britain as a whole. 

One of the chief points of interest is the extent of changes in the 
share of trade held by multiple organizations and by ‘independents’ 
that is firms with fewer than 10 branches. So far as cafes and 
restaurants are concerned, there appears to have been little change, 
multiples accounting in 1960 for about 24 per cent. of total takings 
in this kind of business, roughly the same share as in 1950. Fish

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and chip shops remained almost entirely in the hands of ote 9 
ents, and seem to have lost relatively little of their popularity, 
but their numbers have declined. Independently operated canteens 
have greatly diminished in importance since 1950; there were far 
fewer of them and their takings were less. This decline has n 
however affected multiple catering contractors, a high proportion 
of whose takings derives from the operation of canteens. The total 
takings of multiple catering contractors in 1960 amounted to about 
one-third of the takings of independently operated canteens. 


Method of conducting the inquiry 


Since the inquiry was relatively simple in character, and in order 
to reduce its cost, it Was conducted as a sample survey. All known 
multiple caterers (defined for this inquiry as those operating ten 
or more establishments) were included in the survey. In addition, 
large hotels (defined here as those with fifty or more bedrooms) 
were also fully covered. During the course of the inquiry some 
multiples were identified which were not on the initia) register as 
such and they were asked to make a return covering all their 
branches. Not all multiple organizations, however, could be identi- 
fied, and there are therefore some not included in the figures for 
multiples shown in the tables. The amount of trade in these is 
believed to be small; estimates for the business of such unidentified 
multiples are included in the figures for independents. 

While it is possible to list most multiples and large hotels with 
reasonable accuracy, no up-to-date list of independent caterers is 
available centrally. A field enumeration of even a sample of areas 
would have been very expensive. Use was therefore made of names 
and addresses compiled by local authorities in England and Wales 
for the purposes of inspection under the Food Hygiene Regulations, 
1955, and by Scottish local authorities for the purposes of the 
Food Hygiene (Scotland) Regulations, 1959. These records are in 
general reasonably complete, although it is sometimes difficult for 
local authorities to keep up to date with their coverage of the 
smaller catering establishments. 


All towns in England and Wales with a population of 250,000 
or more were asked to provide a list, and a sample of one in ten 
establishments was selected from them for the survey. In Scotland, 
where there were only 53 areas, a number too small to permit 
the selection of a sample of areas for further sampling, all areas 
wete covered and a sample of one in ten establishments chosen 
within each. Elsewhere, one local authority in two was asked for 
a list and a sample of one in five of the establishmenis on these 
lists was selected to provide an overall sampling fraction of one in 
ten. In selecting the small towns and rural districts to be covered, 
areas were classified into holiday resorts and other areas, and 
stratified by size of population, before alternate areas were chosen. 

In large towns and in Scotland, grossing-up of independents’ 
figures was by the simple factor of ten; elsewhere, allowance was 
made in the grossing-up factor for the proportion of the population 
living in the sampled areas in April, 1961. 

Firms whose turnover was £5,000 or less were required to supply 
only a figure for turnover, which was used to estimate for the 
other items covered by the inquiry. 

The character of the catering industry is such that the number 
of small businesses is substantial and changes of ownership fre- 
quent; in holiday areas in particular it is also very seasonal. In 
order to avoid the delay in the publications of results which would

have followed from an attempt to secure a more nearly complete 
response, arrangements were made for about one in five of those 
firms who had not completed their returns by the autumn of 1961 
to be visited by representatives of the Board of Trade. From the 
information so obtained, estimates for all non-respondents were 
made, which account for about 9-3 per cent. of the total turnover 
shown in Table 1. 


Small chains with more than one but fewer than ten branches, 
can normally provide an analysis of receipts and figures of capital 
expenditure and stocks only for their organization as a whole. As 
the sampling method required that only figures for the selected 
establishments should be used, firms in this category were asked 
to state the turnover of any of their establishments included in 
the sample, and estimates were made for the other data in 
proportion. 

_ Sampling errors have not yet been calculated. Anyone who would 

like to have these when available, or who requires further informa- 
tion about the inquiry, should write to the Chief Statistician, Board 
of Trade, Census Office, Lime Grove, Eastcote, Ruislip, Middlesex 
(telephone Pinner 8771, extension 18); but it must be pointed out 
that, as the figures collected from businesses with more than one 
establishment related to the organization as a whole, no area 
analyses can be provided. 


Notes 
Kinds of business 


Classification to kinds of business relates to the organization as a 
whole and not to individual establishments. (This affects those multiples 
with establishments in more than one kind of catering business). Classi- 
fication is usually based on the trader’s own description, but in order 
to make a clear distinction between public houses and hotels (whose 
activities overlap) use was made of the analysis of turnover, organiza- 
tions being classified to the hotels group only if accommodation and 
meais accounted for more than half the receipts. This condition was 
not, however, applied in the case of large hotels (defined here as those 
with fifty or more bedrooms), where receipts from the sale of drinks 
and the provision of other services can be substantial. 


Description of terms used 


1. Turnover includes service charges added to customers’ bills, the 
face value of luncheon vouchers received, and receipts from outside 
catering. Subsidies received by individual canteens are excluded, as also 
is the value of goods transferred within any business unit covered by 
one return. 


2. Stocks are shown at the values adopted for balance sheet purposes; 
they include duty in the case of dutiable goods held out of bond. 


3. Capital expenditure represents all expenditure charged to the 
capital asset accounts, together with any amounts charged to revenue 
but ranking as capital items for income tax purposes. Capital items bought 
on hire purchase are included as are any progress payments made during 
the year on buildings or other capital assets, The value of any assets 
acquired in taking over an existing business, expenditure on intangible 
assets such as goodwill, and progress payments made before the beginning 
of the year are excluded. New building work includes, besides the 
construction of new buildings, the extension or improvement of old 
buildings, and the cost of any newly constructed buildings purchased. 
Architects’ and surveyors’ fees, legal charges, stamp duties, agents’ com- 
missions, etc., are included. 

4. Year of return. Firms were required to make returns in respect 
of the calendar year 1960, but, if this was not their business year, a 
return was a for a year ending on any date from April 6, 1960, 
to April, 5, 1961.

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Questions Asked and Answered in Parliament 
Below is a selection of questions of interest to industry asked and answered in Parliament. 


Monday December 18 


Exports and Company Executives 

In the House of Lords a member asked H.M. Government if with 
regard to exports they would define the line of demarcation between 
the responsibility of the managing director of a public company to 
conserve the finances of his company and the inclination which he 
personally might have to increase exports at financial sacrifice to the 
shareholders. In reply Lord Mills said it was not for H.M. Government 
to define or interpret the responsibilities of managing directors of 
public companies, which were a matter of law. In formulating their 
export sales policy wise directors would no doubt take into account the 
extent to which the future prosperity and growth of their company 
depend on broadening the base of its operations by taking advantage 
of the sales opportunities which export markets afforded, even though 
this might on occasion involve some immediate financial sacrifice. 


Tuesday December 19 


Anti-dumping Duty Rejection on Dried Milk 

Mr. Frederick Erroll, President of the Board of Trade, was asked 
why he rejected the application of the Milk Marketing Board for an 
anti-dumping duty on dried milk. In renly Sir Keith Joseph, Minister 
of State, Board of Trade, said, “Because, after most careful consider- 
ation of the facts, my rt. hon. Friend decided that the dumped imports 
were nor causing or threatening material injury to the milk producers 
or to the milk powder manufacturers.’ 


Bulgarian Leather Article Imports 

Asked when discussions would take place on renewing the quota 
for leather article imports from Bulgaria, Sir Keith Joseph said that 
trade negotiations with Bulgaria were expected to take place in March 


of next year, when the import quotas for Bulgarian leather articles 
would be reviewed. 


N.1L.C.B. of America and Cost Comparison 


The President was asked if he had considered the information 
collected by the National Industrial Conference Board of America 
which had recently estimated comparative costs in the United States 
at 160, United Kingdom at 84, Germany at 85, and the other five 
members of the Common Market at 105, details of which had been 
sent to him by another member; what calculations he had made of 
such comparative costs in view of their importance in the context of 
the United Kingdom’s application to join the Common Market; to 
what extent his calculations agreed with these estimates; and if he 
would give them wide publicity so as to encourage British manu- 
facturers who feared they would not be able to compete in the Common 
Market. In reply Mr. Niall Macpherson, Parliamentary Secretary, 
Board of Trade, said the President was very intsrested to see the 
report of these cost comparisons, but he did not think they could be 
taken as representative of British industry as a whole. Relative costs 


‘tn different countries varied from product to product and firm to 


firm and there were considerable difficulties in comparing costs of 
manufacturing similar products. 


Committee of Inquiry on Decimal Currency 

In reply to questions about decimal coinage, Mr. Selwyn Lloyd, 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, announced that the Government have 
=. to set up a Committee of Inquiry whose terms of reference 
will be: 

(a) To advise on the most convenient and practical form which a 
decimal currency might take, including the major and minor 
units to be adopted. 

(b) To advise on the timing and phasing of the change-over best 
calculated to minimise the cost. 

(c) To estimate the probable. amount and incidence of the cost to 

: the economy of proposals based on (a) and (b). 
‘ ‘The Chancellor said that Lord Halsbury had accepted his invitation 
-to be chairman of the committee.

In reply to a further question as to what recent representations 
had been made to the Chinese Government towards increasing trade 
between China and the United Kingdom, Mr. Erroll said: ‘No formal 
representations have been necessary but my officials are in constant 
touch with the Chinese authorities both in London and in Peking 
with this aim in mind.’ 


Thursday December 21 


1.C.1.-Courtauld Merger 


Asked if he would refer to the Monopolies Commission the merger 
between I.C.I. and Courtaulds, in view of the increased danger of 
monopoly involved, the President replied: ‘I have no power to refer 
proposals for a merger to the Monopolies Commission. Should the 
merger, if it takes place, give rise to conditions in which I considered 
that there were grounds for referring to the Commission the supply 
of any of the goods affected, J would of course do so.’ 


Steel Production Monopoly 


The President was asked what evidence he had received of mono- 
polistic practices by the firms engaged in the production of steel in 
this country. He replied thst he had received no evidence suggesting 
that there were grounds for referring the supply of steel and steel 
products to the Monopolies Commission, but a number of agreements 
between steel producers had been registered under the Restrictive 
Trade Practices Act. 


Competitive Position of U.K. Industry 


The President was asked what furtheg action he proposed to take 
to improve the competitive position of «he manufacturing industries 
and increase United Kingdom export trade. He replied: “These will 
continue to be major objectives of the Government’s policy but the 
primary responsibility for improving the competitiveness of United 
Kingdom industry and for increasing exports rests with managers, 
designers, salesmen and workers engaged in the production of good

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British Fortnight in West Berlin 





The department store Kaufhaus des Westens (KaDeWe) in West 


Berlin which will house a special ‘Britain Past and Present’ display 
before its tour of Western Europe. 


A BRITISH Fortnight is to be held in the city of West Berlin 
from April 30 to May 12, 1962. Although the accent is on trade, 
it is anticipated that a full programme of associated events (cultural, 
sporting, film shows, etc.) arranged in co-operation with the Berlin 
Senate, will run concurrently with a campaign to promote sales of 
British consumer goods to this market. The main Berlin shopping 
areas, the Kurfiirstendamm, Tauentzien Strasse and Schloss Strasse 
(Berlin-Steglitz) are to be decorated with flags. Shops in these 
streets will be asked to have British window displays and will be 
offered decorative materials for this purpose. There are a total of 
300 different enterprises in these streets and it is hoped that a large 
number of them will wish to participate by decorating their 
windows and buying a wide range of British goods. 

The well-known Berlin department store Kaufhaus des Westens 
(KaDeWe) in Tauentzienstrasse, Berlin W.30, is to be the 
centrepiece of the British Fortnight. The show windows of this 
store facing Tauentzienstrasse’ will all be specially decorated for 
the occasion anr, several interesting exhibitions and special features 
on the United Kingdom will be displayed inside the store. On 
behalf of the Board of Trade the Central Office of Information 
are preparing a special ‘Britain Past and Present’ display which 
will begin its tour of western Europe in the large exhibition room 
at KaDeWe. 

The theme of this display is particularly relevant to the intentions 
and hopes embodied in the British Fortnight, British china and 
furniture, for example, have been on regular sale in Berlin stores 
for a number of years but these items tend to be of traditional 
style and pattern. The British Consulate-General in Berlin, which is 
helping to organize the project, has therefore suggested that a 
considerable number of new lines embodying modern British 
techniques and designs should be imported to illustrate the contrast 
between the traditional and modern styles of British manufacture. 

KaDeWe, who it is anticipated will be the chief importer, have 
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made two stipulations. The first is that they may be permitted to 
import articles, especially those which are unknown to them on 
consignment terms. If more than 50 per cent. of the goods are sold 
within a reasonable period, the balance will be retained by the store 


but if less are sold, the store would like to have the option of 
returning the goods. 


The second is that the store does not wish to be saddled with a 
considerable amount of correspondence in English with which they 
cannot easily cope, and they have therefore asked the Consulate- 
General to co-ordinate the quotations as they are received from 
the United Kingdom, The Consulate-General would be very glad 
to hear from local agents and interested firms might like to advise 
their agents in West Germany of this opportunity. 


For those manufacturers without local agents or experience in 
this market, KaDeWe have suggested that a suitable West Berlin 
import firm should be engaged to organize the importation of the 
goods. The Consulate-General has therefore approached the West 
Berlin import/export firm K. Kunze, which has co-operated pre- 
viously in similar projects with the Consulate-General. K. Kunze 
have appointed Baker Warburg and Co. Ltd., export merchants, to 
act as their representatives in this country. It is therefore suggested 
to such manufacturers who are interested in participating in this 
British Fortnight that they should send illustrated literature, or 
better still samples and price lists, if possible with c.i.f. Berlin prices 
in Deutschmarks, including details of any discounts available to 


trade purchases, to Baker Warburg and Co, Ltd., 150, Regent Street, 
London, W.1. 


KaDeWe would like to have British goods on sale in all the 
departments of the store, but are particularly interested in the 
following lines: furniture, china, electrical household appliances (the 
approval of the association of German Electrical Engineers 
(V.D.E.) is almost essential before sales can be made but lack of 
a V.D.E. certificate should not necessarily deter British manufac- 
turers from sending detailed information to Berlin), kitchen equip- 
ment, clothing, particularly underwear and lingerie, leather goods, 
carpets, jewellery, haberdashery, toys, printed plastics, tweeds and 
other textile piece goods. The large number of other stores con- 
cerned cover a tremendous variety of goods, of course, and they 
will no doubt be interested in receiving offers from the United 
Kingdom for goods in their particular fields. British manufacturers 
of consumer goods should therefore not be deterred from provid- 
ing literature and price lists for items other than those in the 
categories mentioned above, as they might well be suitable for 
some other Berlin concern that decides to participate. 

It is expected that the city of West Berlin will acquire a British 
flavour next May and it is therefore strongly hoped that British 
manufacturers will wish to seize this opportunity to place their 
goods on this market. Any manufacturers with special displays 
that would be available in May and be suitable for showing in 
West Berlin should advise the Consulate-General accordingly.

SEVERAL THOUSAND power engineers and others interested in the 
power industry attended the 1961 Canadian Power Show, held in the 
Queen Elizabeth Building of the Toronto Exhibition Park from 
December 7-9. The show, the tenth biennial event of its kind, is spon- 
— by the Institute of Power Engineers, and is open to the general 
public. 


At the opening luncheon, Mr. Robert Macaulay, Minister of 
Energy Resources and of Economics and Development in the Ontario 
Provincial Government, said that the ever rising demand for Canadian 
energy resources made the advent of commercial nuclear power in 
Canada a certainty. Although large reserves of fuels existed they were 
no longer limitless in relation to growing consumption and nuclear 
power would eventually become competitive with coal, the major 
alternative source of energy once the large hydro power resourcer had 
been developed. Of 4,800 M.W. of new generating capacity to be 
installed in Ontario within the next ten years, it was anticipated that 
1,000 M.W. would be operated by nuclear power, and by 1980 nuclear 
power might account for almost one-third of the 21,000 M.W. 
generating capacity likely to be available in Ontario by that time. 


British equipment was adequetely displayed on a good number of 
the 76 stands; the exhibits ranged from boilers, pumps and valves, 
soot blowers and gas scrubbing equipment to electronic valve controls 
and meters. The power industry is of course one in which Canadian 
production is itself well developed and Canadian manufacturers were 
prominent. The United States was well represented through Canadian 
subsidiary companies, and some European products were also noted, 
such as Sihi pumps and Tellus heavy duty vacuum cleaners. 


Among British exhibitors were the following: 


Peacock Brothers Limited, a subsidiary company of G. & J. 
Weir Limited of Glasgow, whose display included a Weir 
electrospeeder boiler feed pump, a Drysdale 4 in. x 4 in. upright 
circulating pump and Hopkinsons valves and boiler mountings. 
Also of interest was a model by the Free Piston Engine Company 
Limited of Feltham of a 5,000 h.p. pipeline pump set driven by a 
free piston engine gas turbine prime mover. 
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Airflow Developments Limited featuring a dust sampling 
device developed by the Central Electricity Generating Board in 
Britain and shown for the first time in North America, and Pitot 
tubes to A.M.C.A, and N.P.L. standards.

Also displaying British products were stands taken by the Orenda 
Engine and Industrial divisions of A. V. Roe (Canada) Limited 
(showing a Petter engine to represent the whole range of Armstrong 
Siddeley group products), S. A. Armstrong Limited (Clyde Soot 
Blowing equipment), Bird Archer Limited (Rocol molybdenised 
lubricants), F. J. Esson Company Limited (Rotatool electric tube 
cleaning machines), E. A. Walsh Company (Nu-Way oil burners) and 
Thermidaire Corporation Limited (Houseman and Thomson water 
test equipment). 


Exhibitors generally were more than satified with the contracts 
and made at the show and with the number of inquiries received. They 
were confident that a great deal of worth while business would result. 


In conjuction with the show the Institute of Power Engineers, 
which has members and branches throughout the length and breadth 
of Canada, organized a three day Seminar at which technical papers 
on a variety of power engineering subject were presented. In keeping 
with the Minister’s opening speech one of these papers dealt with 
‘Canada’s Nuclear Power Stations’, while another dealt with the 
Ontario Hydro-Electric Power Commission’s $250 million thermal 
generating plant at Lakeview. Particular interest from a British point 
of view was aroused by a paper on ‘Aids to Boiler Efficiency Testing 
from the U.K.’, presented by Mr. A .Connor Wilson, Managing 
Director of Airflow Developments Limited of High Wycombe, and in 
papers on “The Free Piston Gas Turbine’ by Mr. R. G. Fuller of 
Peacock Bros. Limited and “The Effect of Oxygen Control on Com- 
paces Efficiency’ by Mr. M. A. Stretton of George Kent (Canada) 
Limited. 
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-sccaniaerinaate Bicycle and Motor Cycle Exhibition 


In 1920, THE YEAR in which the first International Bicycle and 
Motor Cycle Exhibition was held, were about 27,800 motor cycles 
in Italy. When Signor Martinelli, Minister of Foreign Trade, opened 
the thirty-seventh International Bicycle and Motor Cycle Exhibi- 
tion at Milan December 2-11, pon | 4,200,000 motor cycles (including 
1,100,000 motorized bicycles and 234,000 motor cycle vans) were 
adding their not inconsiderable contribution to Italy’s growing usban 
traffic problem. Production of motor cycles had reached the record 
figure of 674,300 units in 1960 and exports for the same year were 
valued at 354 milliard Lire (over £20 million “sterling). Taking 
production as being worth Lire 145 milliard, the industry is exporting 
about 25 per cent. of that figure. 


With the Italian industry in such an obviously healthy state and with 
the prospects of an cpandns home market for some years to come, 
we were not surpri to find that this annual show is well worth 
seeing. Extra space has had to be taken this year to accomodate the 
growing go-kart section and the area covered by the exhibition is now 
23,500 square metres. Something like 200,000 visitors, Italian and 
foreign, see the show every year. 


The exhibition was well laid out and well lighted and the exhibitors 
had gone to a great deal of trouble to make their stands attractive. 
There were 580 exhibitors in all, of which 132 were showing vehicles 
and 448 parts and accessories. Belgium, Fiance, West Germany, 
Japan, the United Kingdom and the United States were all represented 
but the major foreign exhibitors of vehicles were the British and 
Germans. 


The novelty of this year’s exhibition was undoubtedly the number 
of Italian firms showing the ‘scooterino’. This is a real scooter not a 
motorized bicycle, with an engine of under 50 c.c. capacity. It has 
come into being because of recent Italian legislation which has brought 
the larger scooter within the category of vehicles which require a 
licence plate and whose riders are obliged to pass a driving test. This 
has had a slightly depressing effect on the scooter market and the 
48 c.c. scooter is the trade’s answer to the problem. 


The pedai cycle industry in Italy is also in a flourishing condition. 
No fewer than 28 firms were showing pedal cycles. There are about 
7 million pedal cyclists in Italy and bicycle racing is one of the major 
national sports. 


Go-kart racing is on the increase and the fact that 15 firms were 
showing karts is evidence of the fact that the trade at least is determined 
that the sport will increase still further in popularity. 


British motor cycles were more than adequately represented by 
good displays of Nortons, B.S.A.’s and the Triumphs. The stands 
were in each case rather cramped for space but we noticed that visitors 
seemed to be showing just as much interest in the British machines as 
in the more lavishly displayed German models. 


_ There are no spectacular success stories to report of mass orders 
for British motor cycles in Italy. This is natural enough when one 
considers that machines of under 350 c.c. are subject to a quota system

and require individual] import licences, while the larger British machines 
find favour only with the rea] enthusiast who has a fair amount of 
money to spend. A point made to us by several of the people we 
talked to was that the Italian who buys a British machine wants it to 
look British; he tends to look down his nose at any concessions on 
the part of the British manufacturers to ‘continental’ styling. What 
he does expect, however, if he buys an expensive 650 c.c. British 
machine is that it should be robust, reliable, and above all, fast. He 
follows with close attention the results of road and track races and 
motor cycle trials and is easily influenced by publicity, favourable or 
unfavourable. 


A point ™ade to us in favour of certain British manufacturers was 
that they uu give close attention to customers’ comments and com- 
plaints. This is a very important selling point in Italy, not surprisingly 
so when one considers the fact that a 650 c.c. machine costs the Italian 
customer something like Lire 700,000 (over £400 stg.). It may be 
somewhat annoying for a British manufacturer to be expected to replace 
an expensinve part free of charge when he is is by no means convinced 
of the necessity, but he will reap a considerable harvest of goodwill if 
he does so. 


British exports of motor cycles to Italy do not loom very large in

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Australia’s Northern Territory is Developing Steadily 


This review of an area nine times the size of England and Wales, has been written by M. E. Browne, 
British Trade Commissioner at Adelaide 


HERE IS today a growing interest in Australia’s vast undevel- 

oped North, This is an area of huge distances and sparse 

population but with an atmosphere and character all its own, 
differing greatly from the more sophisticated life in the southern 
cities. This quickening interest in the North has two roots. The first 
is the realization that a fuller exploitation of her great northern 
lands can play a valuable part in the expansion of Australia’s 
export trade; and at the same time many Australians feel that these 
vast, near-empty areas stand in such contrast alongside many neigh- 
bouring lands in S.E. Asia that something must be done about it. 

It is only possible to give a brief outline of the main develop- 
ments taking part in this lesser known part of Australia in this short 
article. Further information on projects mentioned is available from 
the Export Services Branch of the Board of Trade, Lacon House, 
Theobalds Road, London, W.C.1, or the British Trade Com- 
missioner for South Australia and Northern Territory, F.C.A. Build- 
ing, 15 Franklin Street, Adelaide, South Australia, 


The Northern Territory is 524,000 square miles in area, nine 
times the size of England and Wales. It is roughly 1,100 miles 
from North to South and 550 from East to West. Most of it lies 
in the tropics; its climate ranges from tropical monsoons and great 
humidity in the North to near desert in parts of the South. But 
though this Territory represents a sixth of Australia’s area it has 
only 0-2 per cent. of its population. Only 22,000 people plus 16,500 
full-blood natives live in this great Northern province. The only 
settlements of any size are Darwin, the Territory capital, at the 
‘top end’ with about 11,000 people; Alice Springs at the “bottom 
end’ with about 4,000, and between them Tennant Creek, 800, and 
Katherine, 750, 


Darwin is the centre of the Territory’s administration, the only 
port capable of accommodating large vessels, an Air Force base and 
an international airport. 


Until 1911 the Northern Territory was under South Australian 
Government control but since then responsibility for its adminis- 
tration has rested with the Federal Government in Canberra. There 
is a resident Administrator in Darwin appointed by the Governor- 
General and a Legislative Council but the administration is largely 


in the hands of branches of Federal State Departments located in 
Darwin. 


Great Beef Potential 


Beef and minerals form the backbone of the Territory’s economy. 
Cattle exported from the Territory during the past decade have 
earned £A28 million, almost as much as minerals. Today there 
are more than a million cattle in the Territory on 200 or so 
stations in four main areas — Darwin and the Gulf in the North, 
the Victoria River District in the West, the Barkly Tableland 
which extends into Queensland in the East and the Alice Springs 
district in the South. The latter area has suffered very severely 
from a four year drought which has forced station owners to 
reduce the district’s cattle population from 350,000 to 200,000. 

169,000 cattle, value £A5-7 million were exported from the 


Territory last year, mainly for fattening in Queensland or South 
Australia. 


Road Trains 


A unique feature af this cattle export has been the spectacular 
growth of movement by road during the last three or four years, 
mainly south to the railhead at Alice Springs or east to that at 
Mount Isa in Queensland. Transport organizations have sprung up 
that specialize in operating ‘road trains’. This new form of 
cattle transport consists of heavy semi-trailer vehicles that tow a 
further one or two trailers, and can lift 80 or more cattle 
in one ‘train’. The traditional and picturesque droving of 
great herds to rail-heads on foot is fast disappearing. A few years 
ago cattle transport by road was virtually unknown; last year, for 
the first time, over half of all cattle moved off stations travelled at 
least part of the way by road transport. This in turn has led 


to increasing road development in the Territory, and in addition 
to the normal substantial road maintenance and improvement pro- 
gramme, the Federal Government announced earlier this year that, 
as a measure to help develop more fully and rapidly the North’s 
export potential, £A20 million was to be spent on new all-weather 
‘beef’ roads designed to facilitate the outward movement of cattle. 
The Northern Territory’s share of this will be £A7-3 million and 
£A350,000 is allocated for the 1961/62 year, 


The cattle stations themselves are self-contained little communities 
with a combined white-black population of as many as 250. (A list 
of them is available at the Export Services Branch of the Board 
of Trade). The station usually feeds, houses and tends for the whole 
community, ordering its supplies and other requirements in bulk 


from the Southern cities, usually by mail. Such orders may include, 
for example, a ton of flour. 


Vast Size 


The cattle stations vary in size and many are vast by European 
standards. The largest at present exceeds 11,000 square miles, Most 
are held on 50-year leases, many being held by outside interests 
(British and Australian pastoral cornpanies, meat exporting com- 
panies and so on) and are run by resident managers. 


Many of the stations appear to offer great scope for improvement 
and more intensive management except perhaps the Southern 
stations in the Alice Springs district. As leases fall due for renewal 
the Federal Government may impose conditions before renewal 
designed to improve the cattle carrying capacity of the land. These 
conditions may include sub-division of the station to form new 
Stations or they may require the owner to install minimum distances 
of new fencing, new water bores, and so on. There is thus a steady 
growth in investment and activity in the cattle country. For example 
a record number of 1,314 quality bulls was imported into the 
Territory under the Government’s freight subsidy scheme last year. 
The numerous slow percussion drilling teams which drill water bores 
under contract have recently been supplemented by a high speed 
rotary drilling team operated by a British company which is attract- 
ing great interest. In all it is estimated that £A10 million of private 
money has been invested in the Territory’s cattle industry during 
the past decade, ample evidence of the desire of many station owners 
to improve the size and quality of their herds. 


Untapped Mineral Wealth 


Although as yet the Territory’s mineral deposits have not by any 
means been completely surveyed, tested and mapped, gold, silver, 
mica, manganese, uranium and others are all known, and it seems 
certain that rich deposits await discovery. Exploitation so far has 
been limited by the great distances and isolation, costly transport, 
lack of water and scarcity of labour. 


Nevertheless mineral ores and concentrates worth about £A30 
million have been exported from the Territory during the past ten 
years and annual production is now around £A6-5 million, with 
copper the largest earner and gold and uranium the two other 
most important. 


The main mines at present operating in the Territory are the 
uranium mines operated by Territory Enterprises Pty. Ltd. at Rum 
Jungle by United Uranium N.L. at El Sherana, and by South 
Alligator in the same area; the Australian Development N.L. gold 
mine at the old mining town of Tennant Creek, and the copper 
and gold mines of Peko (T.C.) Mines N.L. also at Tennant Creek. 
The Rum Jungle mine is entirely open cut, the earthsmoving and 


ore extraction being carried out under sub-contract by a Australian 
firm, This is the third open cut mine to be so operated. At the 
first two, both now exhausted, the earth moving contractors were 
a well-known British firm of civil engineers. 


What are believed to be very extensive and high grade iron ore 
deposits were recently discovered at Mount Wells, 140 miles south 
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of Darwin. (When the embargo on the export of iron ore was 
lifted recently an impetus was given to proving ore for export.) 
A company has now been formed — Northern Iron Mining Corpora- 
tion Limited, Darwin — to prove the extent and quality of the Mount 
Weils ore. Drilling is already in progress, and subject to a satisfac- 
tory outcome, a long-term ore contract will be negotiated with 
Japanese interests. (Japan also buys all the copper produced by 
the Peko mine.) 

If this contract materializes new wharf and loading facilities will 
be required at Darwin to handle the ore and branch railway lines 
to link at one end the field and at the other the proposed new 
wharf with the existing railway line South from Darwin.

Increasing Investment in the Territory 


Private investment is difficult to measure accurately but it is 
estimated that this has amounted to about £A30 million during the 
past ten years, including £A10 million in pastoral development, 
£A9 million in mining, £A5 million in housing and £A3 million 
in commercial and industrial building. The Federal Government has 
also progressively increased its expenditure in the Territory on 
capital works and purchases. This amounted to nearly £A5 million 
last year, fourfold that spent ten years ago. 


In an area where transport is so vital, it is not surprising to find 
that roads absorb the largest share. The new ‘beef road’ programme 
to supplement the normal road programme is mentioned above. 
A major scheme of the past year has been the construction of-a 
new electric power station at Darwin at a cost of £A1-8 million, 
which will be commissioned early in 1962. This scheme was one of 
Australia’s first, if not the first, turnkey contracts and one of the 
three main firms involved is the Australian subsidiary of a leading 
British company. 


Other important projects included in the Government's Civil 
Works programme for the coming year are the new Government 
offices at Darwin costing £A476,000 on which work has recently 
started; a new technical high school in Darwin to cost £A472,000 
and a piped water supply to Tennant Creek costing £A200,000. Calls 
for tender for all these Federal Works are published in the 
Australian Federal Gazette. 


The main form of transport in and out of the Territory is road

There is growing use of heavy road trains for general and 
refrigerated freight into and out of the Territory as well as for 
cattle. The 954-mile road between Alice Springs and Darwin was 
bitumen-surfaced during the war and there is a growing volume 
of road transport up and down ‘the track’ as the Darwin-Alice 
Springs road is called in the Territory, and also along the 400 miles 
of bitumen-road which branches from the ‘track’ near Tennant 
Creek to connect with the Queensland railhead at Mount Isa. 
These are the only bitumen surfaced roads in the Territory outside 
the towns and settlements. 


Central Road Transport Office 


Much of Darwin’s fresh fruit and vegetables and much of the 
Territory’s freight enters in this way, sometimes travelling 2,000 
miles from South Australia. Most of the road transport firms are 
based on Alice Springs and work through a central office which 
co-ordinates their trips with incoming freight trains from the South. 
Many of the trucks are British and one such make is exceptionally 
well regarded for its high performance and reliability on the regular 
1,000 miles run between Alice Springs and Darwin. 


The Commonwealth Railway line runs about 330 miles South 
from Darwin to Larrimah and again from Alice Springs 840 miles 
South to link with the South Australian network at Port Augusta. 
Construction of the 600 or so miles to close the gap has been 
considered several times but seems unlikely in the near future. 


Air transport is also growing and there are now 25 Government 
aerodromes, 87 licensed aerodromes, and maintained airstrips at 
almost all cattle stations away from all-weather highways. These 
latter have greatly improved the lot of some of the more isolated

stations which were previously cut. off from the outside world for 
several months of the wet season because of flooded rivers, as 
indeed they still are by road. Now a couple of private airlines 
give most outback stations a weekly plane service for mail, essen- 
tial supplies and passengers. The use of aircraft by business visitors 
to the Territory, representatives of Stock and Station agents, cattle 
buyers, property owners, etc., is also on the increase and appears 
likely to go on increasing. Half-a-dozen stations can be visited by 
air by a visitor from the Southern States in a fraction of the time 
formerly needed. 


High transport costs because of the great distances and sparse 
population are probably the greatest handicap to development in 
the Northern Territory. Anything which might help to reduce these 
costs directly or indirectly —- should have a valuable part to play in 
accelerating the Territory’s development. For example, new type 
vehicles such as the bovercraft might well have applications in 
some of the remote areas where orthodox road vehicles cannot 
Operate in the wet season; accelerated freeze drying to increase the 
carrying capacity of the road trains freighting fresh foods on the 
long haul to Darwin; small or mobile cattle killing units might be 
one solution to the problem of moving cattle off stations where ‘on 
the hoof’ transport of live cattle for fattening outside the Territory 
is not essential; a large killing works in the Territory at Darwin 
for direct beef export to avoid the long journeys to the present 
killing works at Adelaide or on the Queensland coast. (Such a works 
operated in Darwin for some years but closed down in the 1920's 
for various reasons. A new central abattoir is, however, about to 
open near Darwin which will kill small numbers of cattle for export 
through Darwin.) 


As yet the Territory is not a big market in total — it can hardly 
be so with only 20,000 people — and a spectacular leap forward 
seems most nalitede without quite enormous investment. Though 
many people believe the present rate of the Territory's develop- 
ment should be accelerated, investment priorities must take into 
account the great potentialities which exist elsewhere in Australia; 
investment monies are not limitless. Nevertheless, the Territory 
is growing steadity and will continue to do so, particularly its 
mining, beef cattle industry and agriculture with their related 
services, and increasing interest is being taken in it as a market 
and for its development potentialities. As the Minister for 
Territories, the Hon. P. Hasluck, recently stated, “The Northern 
Territory is on the move.’

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Iraq Commercial Agencies Law 


A NOTICE was published in the Board of Trade Journal of Decem- 
ber 22, 1961 (page 1273), concerning the implementation of the 
Commercial Agencies Law. In section (3) of this Notice, it was stated 
that branches of foreign companies carrying out agency functions would 
be subject to the provisions of the law. 

It is understood from the Director General of Registration and 
Control of Companies that a branch company is included under the law 
since it is regarded as an extension of and an agency of a principal or 
head office. In other words a branch which carries out agency functions 
for concerns other than its own head office is affected by the law. 
On the other hand, a branch of a manufacturer or producer is exempt 
from the law, provided that such a branch continues to sell the manu- 
facturer’s or the producer’s products only. 


Any foreign business can open its own branch in Iraq but only to 
look after its own affairs and provided it does not do any outside 
business. A foreign branch can carry on business as an importer, 
merchant and trader provided the business is for isis own account and 
does not involve any commission or agency business. This means 
that a foreign firm can only operate on a straight profit basis in the 
sense of the difference between buying and selling price and cannot 
trade on a commission basis. Officials of the Directorate General wil! 
have powers to inspect the business of importers who are not registered 


-- commercial agents, to ensure that they are not carrying on agency 
usiness. 


The agency law applies not only to foreign agencies but also to local 
agencies, i.e. a foreign firm operating in Iraq as merchants cannot 
hold agencies for Iraqi products. 

A foreign firm acting as an agent under an Iraqi Government 
contract which will not be comple* d within the six months period of 
grace allowed by the law, may zupply for permission to continue 
handling the contract after the expiry of the six months. Foreign firms 
are, however, advised not to accept any new tenders which might not 
mature within the six months period, that involve agency functions 
on their part. 

Under Iraqi law, an agent must have been registered with the 
Chamber of Commerce for two years befere being allowed to import. 
However, no difficulties of this sori will be placed in the way of the 
registration of reconstructed companies. The reconstructed com- 
panies, which take on the business of the existing foreign companies, 
will be able to carry on the registration of the old company with the 


Chamber of Commerce, and as a result will be able to import im- 
mediately.

QvotTa List for the year 1962 has been negotiated as provided in the Anglo-Czechoslovakian Trade Arrangements of April 1960. The quota 
list makes provision for Czechoslovakian purchases during 1962 of almost £7,000,000 of United Kingdom goods including machinery, chemical 
plant, chemicals, some iron and steel, plastics, motor cars, and textile manufactures. The quota list also provides for the issue of United Kingdom 
import licences for Czechoslovakian goods up to a total of some £9,000,000. This is additional to the trade in goods which can, under United 
Kingdom imports licensing regulations, be imported from Czechoslovakia and other countries without a specific import licence.

United Kingdom and Paraguay 


THE TRADE AND PAYMENTS Agreement between United Kingdom 
and Paraguay, which was signed on November 21, 1955, has been 
prolonged, with certain amendments, for a further period of five 
years, that is until November 27, 1966. The Agreement accords 
reciprocal most favoured nation treatment in respect of import duties, 
charges, rules and formalities.

DETAILS were given in the Board of Trade Journal of May 6, 
1960, about certain printed woven fabrics classifiable under the 
South African Tariff Items 76(6)(a)(viiiXA), 76(6)(b\ixMA) and 
78(6)(d)(ix(A) not being regarded as having been produced or 
manufactured in any particular territory unless the spinning, weav- 
ing and printing processes were performed in that territory: 


Regulation 17 of Government Notice No. R1001, published in 
the Republic of South Africa Government Gazette of November 
17, 1961, states that if any person who imports into the Republic 
from any particular territory any of the above-mentioned goods, 
claims that the spinning, weaving and printing processes were 
performed in that territory and that the minimum or intermediate 
rates of duty apply, the said person shall, if required to do so by 
the proper officer, produce, in addition to the certificate of origin 
contained in the prescribed invoice form, a further certificate stating 
that the said spinning, weaving and printing processes were per- 
formed in that territory. Such certificate shall be furnished by a 
recognized chamber of commerce, or a similar body approved by 
the Commissioner, in the territory from which the goods are ex- 
ported to the Republic. 

The British Trade Commissioner at Pretoria has confirmed with 
the South African Customs that the ‘proper officer’ does in all 
cases require the additional certificate stating that the spinning, 
weaving and printing processes were performed in the territory 
from which the goods are being exported.

WITH REFERENCE to the previous notice published in the Board of 
Trade Journal of November 24, 1961 (page 1093), the British Embassy 
in Caracas have reported that a further notice has been published on 
this subject by the Exchange Control Office of the Central Bank of 
Venezuela, as follows:

‘In order to obtain the right to controlled exchange, importers of mer- 
chandise included in the controlled market list are notified that, for ak 
tions of f.0.b. value more than U.S. $2,000 they must present to the 
the Exchange Control, in addition to the normal importation documents, 2 
legalized declaration by the exporter to the effect that the prices invoiced 
are the usual ones for exports to the Venezuelan market at the 
time. The declaration must appear on the face or reverse of the original 
main invoice and must be legalized before a Notary Public or before any 
other authority with notarial powers. In the event of such authorities not 
existing at the place of despatch, the declaration referred to may be sub- 
stituted by a similar certification issued to the Chamber of Commerce and 
signed by their legal representatives. In this case such signatures must be 
legalized by the nearest Venezuelan consular authorities. 

‘The contents of this Circular will ly to all importations included in 
the —— market list whose bills of lading are dated December 1, 1961, 
onwards.’ 


It has been confirmed that the procedure for atiestation by 
Chambers of Commerce set out in the previous notice referred to above 
remains acceptable to the Venezuelan authorities, and that the necessary 
declaration should be in terms to the effect that the relevant prices are 
those ruling for the Venezuelan markei at the particular time. 

It has also been confirmed that shipments of controlled market 
merchandise valued at U.S. $2,000 f.0.b. or less are now in fact exempt 


from the requirements for a declaration regarding the validity of 
prices.

Withdrawal of Special Import Concessions 


PORTUGUESE Decree-Law No. 43,962, published on October 14, 
provides as from May 3, 1962, for the abolition of most of the import 
duty concessions which have hitherto been enjoyed on limited imports 
of foreign goods by certain Portuguese industries on the mainland 
and adjacent islands. It is understood that these concessions have 
been granted as special privileges to certain firms and no information 
is available as to the extent of the concessions or the nature of the 
goods concerned. From May 3, exemption from, or reduced liability 
to, import duties, will in general not be applicable to material which 
can be produced in Portugal. 

Among imports not affected by the new regulations, and therefore 
still subject to exemption from, or reduced payment of, import duty, 
are goods imported by the Portuguese Red Cross, certain raw materials 
and finished, or semi-finished products imported for the execution of 
orders for war material, etc., or NATO Infrastructure works, material 
for the construction and equipping of Funchal airport and material for 
the the construction of the Tagus bridge.

A BELGIAN LAW, dated February 9, 1960 (Moniteur Belge No.
